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ROSSED WOOD FREE. 


United States Circuit Court Judge 
Wheeler So -Decides. 


Opinion Handed Down Last Thursday at Burlington, Vt.— 
It Affirms the Decision of the United States Board 
of General Appraisers— Full Text of the 
Decision—History of the Case. 


Rossed wood is entitled to free entry. This, in sub- 
stance, is the decision of Judge Wheeler of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Northern District of Vermont. 
In his opinion handed down at Burlington, Vt., on Thurs- 
day of last week, the judge confirms the findings of the 
United States Board of General Appraisers, and sustains 
the protest made in the test case brought in the name of 

W. Pierce, consignee. As the whole subject had been 
gone into by General Appraiser Somerville, in the opinion 
written by him, there was practically no new ground for 
the judge to cover. 

Che decision in full is as follows: 

UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT, DISTRICT OF 
VERMONT. 
Unitep STATES 
vs. Customs Appeal. 
C. W. Pierce. } 
WHEELER, J.—The tariff act of 1897 lays a duty on: 

“200. Hubs for wheels, posts, heading bolts, stave bolts, 
ast blocks, wagon blocks, car blocks, heading blocks, and 
ull like blocks or sticks, rough hewn, sawed or bored, 20 
per centum ad valorem; fence posts, 10 per centum ad 
valorem,” and puts on the free list; 

“699. Logs and round unmanufactured timber, including 
pulp woods, firewood, handle bolts, shingle bolts, gun 
locks for gun stocks, rough hewn or sawed or planed on 
me side, hop poles, ship timber and ship planking; all 
the foregoing not specially provided for in this act.” 

This importation is rossed wood, consisting of round 
spruce timber, cut into short lengths suitable for grinding 
into pulp for making paper, with the bark and other ex- 
crescences removed by machine to fit them for use, which 
onstitutes the rossing. 

The collector appears to have assessed a duty of 20 per 
ent. upon them as “like blocks or sticks, rough hewn,” 

der paragraph 200, against a protest that they would be 
free as pulp woods under paragraph 699. This was ré 
versed by the Board of General Appraisers on appeal 
Che question seems to be whether these short logs are in 
luded as pulp woods with the logs or round unmanufac 
tured timber of paragraph 699, as the board has found; 
or are more specifically described with the blocks and sticks 
of paragraph 200. 

The regularity of the proceedings of the board in the 
presence and absence of different members at various times 
luring the taking of testimony has been challenged, but 
this seems to be a matter within their own discretion not 
reviewable here in dealing only with their conclusions, 
vhich must be such as are reached in their own way. The 
awing of blocks or sticks in paragraph 200 cannot be well 
inderstood to mean the mere sawing them off from longer 
sticks into shorter sticks or blocks, but only the sawing 
f the blocks Or sticks themselves, after being cut off; and 
the rough hewing seems to mean a new shaping, which this 

ssing is not. Logs and timber are generally much longer 
than these pulp wood sticks and by those names might not 
be thought to include them without more, and their ex 
press inclusion in the wood schedule seems to-have been 





made for greater certainty in taking them from the papet 
schedule, where they had been before. Logs peeled, 
trimmed and sawed off are still logs; hemlock logs are 
almost always so treated, and are still called logs. The 
rossing of these short pulp wood logs is mere peeling and 
trimming, although more than the bark is in places re 
moved because of the difficulty in limiting the operation 
of the machine used to removing only the bark. What is 
left is no different from what it would be if only peeled 
by hand. The short pulp wood logs were only cleaned and 
prepared for use as the shells had been in Hartranft vs 
Weigman, 121 U. S. 609. If these pulp woods are included 
by the statute as logs they still were such; and if as round, 
unmanufactured timber they were still that at the time of 
importation 

Decision of board affirmed 

The history of the case dates back for its beginning to 
June, 1903, in which month the Government for a space 
of six days collected the assessment of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem on all importations of rossed wood brought in 
from Canada, on the ground that the logs were “a manu- 
factured article.” Numerous protests were, of course, filed, 
the importers claiming that the logs should continue to 
come in free, as they always had enjoyed free entry. Be- 
cause of the protests made to the Treasury Department by 
the large interests involved, the collection of the duty was 
suspended pending a hearing of the question by the Board 
of Appraisers. This hearing, which took place at New 
York, December 16, 1903, developed unusual features. The 
Government, instead of being represented by the then Treas- 
ury counsel, Albert H. Washburn, was really represented by 
William G. Thompson, of the law firm of Matthews, 
Thompson & Spring, of Boston, Mass. The presentation 
of the Government’s case by Mr. Thompson, it seems, grew 
out of the fact that he really represented a number of 
domestic pulp wood land owners who, for their own inter- 
est, were in favor of the imposition of a duty on Canadian 
rossed wood. F. C. Huntington, of Huntington & Rhine- 
lander, of New York; Seth M. Carter, of Lewiston, Me., 
and Frederick Hale, of Portland, Me., were the other law- 
yers associated with Mr. Thompson in the conduct of the 
case for the domestic pulp wood land owners. The coun- 
sel for the importers were F. J. Jennings, of Stetson, Jen- 
nings & Russell; Frank Platt, of Boardman, Platt & Soley, 
and Francis M. Hugo, of Brown, Carlisle & Hugo, of 
Watertown, N. Y. This array of counsel at the hearing 
before the board demonstrated the importance of the ques- 
tion at issue, and the vital interests involved to both sides. 

The rossed wood case, as is well known, created more 
disturbance in the paper industry than any other happen- 
ing in years. But as the collection of duty had been 
suspended pending the hearing by the Board of General 
\ppraisers, and afterward when the Government appealed 
the case to the Circuit Court, there was no actual hardship 
involved, merely a feeling of uncertainty as to the final 
outcome of the matter. Having been lulled to sleep, as it 
were, by the reported burial of the case in the Circuit 
Court, where the Government let it rest, the users of 
rossed wood were awakened to a sense of the importance 
of the true situation when, about the middle of July of 
this year, the Treasury Department at Washington tele- 
graphed instructions to the collectors that they should col 
lect the 20 per cent. duty pending a judicial determination 
of the issue. 

As soon as they found that they must pay the duty, the 
importers and users of rossed wood immediately clamored 
for a settlement of the question, and in doing so put the 
blame for the year and a half delay on the Government 
Counsel for the Treasury Department replied that the mat 
ter was up to the Circuit Court, and would probably be 
heard during the October term.

Publisher Sues Out an $80,000 Attachment. 


Boston, Mass., October 23, 1905.—Alleging that they i1 
properly withdrew from the Lothrop Publishing Company 
before its assignment on February 13, 1904, a large sum of 
money, the Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company, through its 
counsel, Louis D. Brandeis, placed an attachment upon th 
property of Harry E. Morrill and Mrs. Edith A. Morrill, 
both of Wayland, in thetaggregate of $80,000. 

It is claimed that Mr. Morrill was, at the time of th« 
general assignment of the company for the benefit of its 
creditors, president, treasurer and manager, and that his 
wife was a director. Although no bill of complaint accom 
panied the action of yesterday, Mr. Brandeis, to a Herald 
representative, acts as already stated 

“My bill of complaint will mot be filed for some time, 
said Mr. Brandeis, “and, comsequently, I do not care to 
specify either as to the amount which was taken out, or 
the occasions of such action. An attachment filed yester 
day against the Morrills aggregating $80,000 is largely in 
excess of the amount which we claim was withdrawn. 

“The Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company,” continued Mr: 
Brandeis, “seeks to recover am amount of money which was 
withdrawn from the Lothrop Publishing Company before it 
general assignment on February 13, 1904. Subsequently, as 
is generally known, the former company acquired by pur 
chase the entire stock and good will of the Lothrop Com 
pany. The attachment is made for $50,000 in the case of 
Mr. Morrill and $30,000 in that of his wife.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Morrill live in Wayland, on a handsom 
estate. Morrill was for mamy years an employee of D 
Lothrop & Co., publishers. After the death of D. Lothrop 
Morrill obtained control of the company, 
was incorporated as the Lothrop Publishing Company 

The purchasers combined the Lee & Shepard busin 
with the Lothrop Publishing Company and organized tl 
Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company 

Early last month Mr. Morrill filed two bills in the equit 
session of the Supreme Court, in one of which he soug! 
an injunction against the use of the imprint of the | 
throp Publishing Company by the Lothrop, Lee & Shepa: 
Company, and also against the claim of the latter compan 
to be the successor of the former.

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TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 


Some Statistics as to Trade in General and Also as to the 


Paper Industry in Particular—Suggestions That 
Should Be Considered by Exporters. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
WasHinoton, D. C., October 24, 1905.—It is interesting 
note, especially in the face of criticism to the contrary, 
it the United States exports to the Philippines are slowly 
reasing, and this at a time when tle entire importations 
» the islands show a decrease. Taking the total impor 
ions from all sources for the ten months ending April, 

latest period for which complete returns are available, 
re has been shown a slight increase from that of $27,- 

16,381 in 1903, to $28,344,971 in 1904, decreasing again in 
05 to $24,906,193, the largest decreases being in the im 

rtations from Asiatic countries, where the decrease as 

npared with the returns for last year has been from 

5,172,881 to $10,809,724. On the other hand, the returns 

»w that the importations from the United States during 

first ten months of 1903 amounted to $3,380,855, in 1904 

$3,788,111, and in 1905 to $4,514,259. 

Statistics show that in very many lines of industry we 
re the leading contributors to the Philippine markets. For 
stance, out of a total import value for the first ten months 
f the fiscal year of 1905 for printing presses of $10,410 we 
xported $10,080. There has been a total absence of the 
mportations of paper pulp in sheets as against a value of 

745 for the same period of last year. Under the heading 
f “All Other Paper Pulp,” however, there has been an in- 
rease from $209,858 in 1904 to $215,276 in 1905. Under 
hat heading France was the chief source of supply, with a 
value to her credit of $61,371; Spain stood second with 
$46,513, the United States third with $41,713, and Austria 
fourth with $34,371, the balance being supplied in varying 
amounts by seven or eight other countries. There has been 
, steady decrease in the importations of paste and carton 
pierre, as in the first ten months of 1903 the value was 
placed at $13,880, in 1904 at $809, and this year at only 
$353, out of which we supplied $312. 

Of paper for printing purposes there has been an increase 

the importations for the ten months from 1,471,488 
pounds at $60,389 in 1904 to 2,042,827 pounds at $77,179 in 
1905; of this latter the United States led the list with 849,- 
697 pounds at $28,592, Germany standing second with 602, 

87 pounds at $18,751, and Spain third with 233,368 pounds 
at $16,994. There has been a marvelous increase in the 
importations of wrapping paper, paper bags and boxes, 
which in 1903 for the ten months only amounted to 57,0608 
pounds at $3,162, jumping in 1904 to 354,451 pounds at 
$15,416, and still further in 1905 to 926,088 pounds at $44,- 
421 

Here again we find ourselves as the leading contrib- 
utor with 481,462 pounds at $17,005 to our credit, Ger- 
many again standing second and Spain third. In blank 
books and headed papers Spain stands leader with a value 
f $8,010, and the United States second with $5,540, fol 

ved by China as a close third with $5,279 to her credit 
(he total value for the ten months of the importations of 
writing paper and envelopes was $56,438, and the United 
States led with $20,340, Spain coming second with $19,091 
[he importations of wall papers have declined at a very 
rapid rate, being practically nil at the present time. The 
importations of straw paper and straw board also show a 
rapid decline. During the past ten months the largest 

ontributor under this classification was China, and she 
has always enjoyed the control of this business. This is a 
howing certainly not to be exactly despised 

One of the most important features to be watched in 
the securing and continuance of this trade is the oft re- 
peated warning as to packing conditions. The weakness 
of the American shipper in this respect is a matter of gen- 
eral report, but with reference to goods destined for the 
Philippines it has been so conspicuous as to have become 
the basis for an active propaganda for three years past, 
both by the American commercial press and the customs 

fficials of the islands with a view to securing of better 
packing methods. 

The testimony of the various officials on the wharves 
at Manila is of special weight upon this point, and 
this is uniformly to the effect that American goods ar- 
rive in worse condition than those of other prominent 
exporting countries. American shippers must not and 
hould not lose sight of the fact that their wares must 
face a 10,000 mile journey, with its repeated handlings and 
such rough handling in unloading as has no parallel in 
domestic shipments of freight. The worst experience in 
ll the journey is the landing at the port of Manila, and 
vhile this will, in a measure, be obviated by the com- 
pletion of the harbor works here, still our wares should be 
is well prepared for these contingencies as are those of 
ther countries. 

Americans throughout the islands may be trusted to de- 
mand their home products, but if these orders continually 
entail the receipt by the merchant of damaged goods, claims 
against transportation companies, possible losses of money 
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and interest, petty thefts growing out of broken packages, 
and even loss of reputation in contract orders, it is safe 
to predict that in the end all these facts must weigh 
heavily against whatever merit there might otherwise be 
in American goods or prices. 

Another point to be remembered is that invoices should 
be prepared and goods packed with reference to existing 
customs conditions and requirements of the Philippines. 
In these matters we again fall below the standard ac 
quired by other countries. The Philippine tariff contains 
explicit rules for the guidance of the shipper, yet we do 
not seem to make a study of them, but we continue to bill 
and pack our goods in much the same manner as if they 
were for domestic shipment, which lends some color to 
our alleged popular ignorance of the fact that there is in 
the Philippines a tariff and its requirements against Amer- 
ican goods. 

hese requirements are like those of other countries, 
technical and arbitrary. But experience justifies them, and 
being designed with a view to facilitate inspection and ex- 
pediting the admission of merchandise into the islands, it 
is very essential that invoices are made to conform to their 
requirements if delays and difficulties are to be avoided. 
For instance, the distinction between “gross” and “net” 
weight seems to be the source of some trouble in Amer- 
ican shipments, the duty being levied upon the total weight 
of the package in the first instance, and upon the gross 
weight less the exterior case, crate, or receptacle in the 
other, the interior and immediate packing or receptacle be 
ing considered for tariff purposes as a part of the net 
weight. 

A careful study of the tariff by the American shipper 
with reference to the class of goods sent out, the packing 
of these goods not only securely, but with special reference 
to the mode of assessment of duty—whether by gross or net 
weight, and a full statement of all essential particulars in 
the invoice, tending to reduce to a minimum the opening, 
weighing and repacking of the merchandise—would not 
only save much delay and irritation on the part of customs 
officials and importers, but would also save customers for 
American goods and increase their popularity among the 
merchants of the islands. 

In both items of substantial packing and that of packing 
and invoicing with reference to tariff considerations, there 
is evidence of the inexperience of the American shipper but 
recently entering foreign fields, and only imperfectly ad- 
justed to the conditions involved in such trade. But these 
important details must be acquired if American products are 
to get the full credit due them in competition with the es- 
tablished trade and export conditions of older countries 
In this connection it might be well to again call attention 
to the lack of wisdom on the part of American exporters 
in demanding one-half of the cash with the orders as con 
trasted with the three to twelve months’ credit offered by 
European agents. 

This requirement on the part of Americans means an 
advance of one-half of the purchase money from three to 
four months before the receipt of the goods and the pay 
ing of the balance upon their arrival, giving from one to 
three months later before anything is realized on his trans 
action by the importer. With bank loans at their present 
exorbitant rates in Manila, interest becomes a large factor 
in the cost of American goods, and United States under 
selling is of no avail if United States exporters insist upon 
these terms. These are thoughts that should be carefully 
studied by all American exporters who hope for a share of 
the trade in the Philippines. A..F. TF.

ely have to continue to a conclusion. 

rhe International Paper Company brought suit a month 
go against the Grand Rapids Herald Company, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for $60,000 damages for breaking its con- 
tract with the former company. It is understood that the 
lerald Company has offered to settle the case, but that the 
nternational has refused and that the case will come up 


for trial next month in the United States Court at Grand 
Rapids. 

The recommendation of “Uncle Sam” is proof positive 
that one’s goods or products are all that is claimed for 
them. Albany grease is used and indorsed by both the 
War and Navy Departments, and only recently Rear Ad- 
miral John Lowe, in writing to Adam Cook’s Sons, 313 
West street, New York, the only makers of this celebrated 
lubricant, says: “I have been the means of using tons in 
quantity of Albany grease, and consequently may be pre- 
sumed to know its merits.” 

Upon a basis that is not given to the public the National 
Newsboard Company has settled its case against the Chem- 
ical Paper Company, of Holyoke, Mass., and the case will 
be dismissed. The case has been on for some time, and 
other concerns have been sued by the National Newsboard 
Company, whose suit against the Chemical Paper Company 
was for infringement of the McEwan patents. The case is 
believed by the Chemical Paper Company to have been set 
tled upon as good terms as it would have been possible to 
obtain. 

The Holyoke (Mass.) Board of Health, which has had 
tests made of the water in the wells owned by various mills 
in Holyoke the past month, has ordered the wells at the 
plants of the Newton Paper Company, the George C. Gill 
and the George R. Dickinson divisions of the American 
Writing Paper Company closed for the purpose of furnish- 
ing drinking water. The matter has been under considera- 
tion for some time and the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health was consulted before the final action was taken. It 
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is stated that there are other wells in the city that will be 
closed. 

The city of Springfield has started out this week for an 
additional water supply. The city appears to be looking 
toward the Westfield River, which it was prevented from 
using last year by the Massachusetts Legislature. The 
taking of the water from this river would seriously cripple 
the water power plants of the paper mills located below 
Huntington, and it is estimated that there is more than 
5,000 horse power developed for paper mills alone on this 
stream. The Springfield commissioners have not as yet 
definitely decided upon a plan of action, but this stream 
is looked upon with favor. 

The annual meeting of the Holyoke Water Power Com- 
pany was held in Holyoke, Mass., last week and the old 
officials of the company re-elected, as follows: Directors, 
James J. Goodwin, of New York; A. W. Damon and Fred- 
erick Harris, of Springfield; Charles E. Gross, Rev. Fran- 
cis Goodwin, Charles N. Beach and D. W. C. Skilton, of 
Hartford, and Samuel D. Smith, of Boston. Charles E. 
Gross was elected president; R. C. Winchester, of Holyoke, 
treasurer, and James F. Sickman, of Holyoke, clerk. An 
auditing board was named as follows: Charles B. Prescott, 
of Holyoke; William B. Kimball, of Enfield, and Rev. 
Robert M Woods, of Hatfield

The Cut in the Kennebec System Will Probably Be About 
the Same as Last Year—Changes That Have 
Taken Place. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

AuGusta, Me., October 23, 1905.—The outlook for the 
lumber business on the Kennebec system is about the same 
this year as it was last year. Whether the cut of lumber 
will exceed that of last winter depends on what kind of a 
season the coming winter months will provide, but in any 
event the excess of lumber cut over that of last season 
will be small. 

To say that the cut of the Kennebec system will be ap 
proximately 150,000,000 feet means the cut will not 
exceed that amount, and may not get beyond 140,000,000 
feet. 

Old lumbermen look for a long and cold winter, with 
plenty of snow. In such case the cut will be very close to 
the first figures mentioned, and the operators will have 
plenty of opportunity to get their logs off the yards to the 
landings, and have good sledding on which to leave the 
camps. It will also mean an opportunity to get supplies 
into the camps for log driving purposes. 

An estimate made by the lumber operators of the Kenne- 
bec system gives the following figures for the different 
locations: Dead River, including Spencer, Enchanted, the 
Kibby, Stratton brook, Alder stream, Chain of Ponds and 
the North Branch, 40,000,000 to 50,000,000; East Branch, 
or Moosehead Lake outlet, 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 feet; 
Moosehead Lake, including Roach River and other streams 
directly tributary to the lake, 45,000,000; Moose River, in- 
cluding the Misery, Parlin stream and Wood stream, 20,- 
000,000. Seventy-five per cent. of the cut will be of spruce 
and more than half that amount will be for pulp mills. 

As far as can be learned at this time there are to be no 
new locations opened the coming winter. Most of the op- 
erators have been conveniently located for several years, 
and it is hardly time to move camps. A _ considerable 
amount of work has been performed by many operators in 
the direction of making additions to their camps, but this 
has, for its purpose, the possibility of housing more men. 
Larger crews will get the winter’s operations in earlier 
and more lumber will be cut on the old locations.

rhe price of labor is set at the figures of last year. This 
may be strengthened some a little later, as help has been 
very scarce for the past two months. 

Choppers and saw men will receive between $26 and $30 
per month; yard men, sled tenders and landing tenders 
will receive from $24 to $28 per month, and swampers from 
$22 to $26. Teamsters are reckoned in the same class with 
choppers. Cooks will receive $35 per month. This wage 
rate may be increased within the next two months by a 
possible scarcity of help. 

In the eastern portion of the State operators are offering 
rather better wages than those quoted. One Union river 
man has been hiring help in this vicinity for the past two 
weeks, and has offered as high as $36 per month for chop 
pers and saw men. It is understood that the same price 
will be paid for this class of labor on Machias River loca 
tions. 

Spruce has held its own at from $16 to $19 per thousand 
feet, manufactured, and that price will go down through 
the next two years, at least. The number of stumpage 
operators on the Kennebec system will not be any larger 
next winter than last, and most of the stumpage operators 
will work on last year’s locations. 

Successful lumbering depends as much upon the season 
as do the corn and wheat crops. A long, cold winter and 
from 3 to 4 feet of snow in the woods is the ideal season 
for the lumber operator, for plenty of snow, with but little 
melting weather, affords the best sort of sledding, and in 
sures not only the landing of the logs at the shore, but the 
landing of the drives of logs at the mills. 

For years improvements have been going on and thou 
sands of dollars have been spent making the drives more 
certain of arrival. Storage basins have been increased, 
better dams have been constructed and science applied to 
the storage of water on the Kennebec system. Islands of 
ledges have been blown out of the river bottom, bends in 
the river have been straightened, side and wing dams have 
been built and everywhere obstacles to the log drives have 
appeared these have been subjected to the influence of the 
dynamite charge. 

With all this improvement and the up to date manner 
of handling water and log drives, people living along the 
river shore have noted that the water falls off earlier and 
lower than ever before, and the log drives arrive at given 
points later in the season than formerly. Three average 
logs of today will not make one of half a century ago

\PPLETON, Wis., October 23, 1905——The Kimberly & 
Clark Company is about to undertake the construction of 
an important addition to the ground wood department oi 
its mill at Niagara, Wis. J. A. Kimberly is now in th: 
East, and part of his errand is connected with this im 
provement. The plans are now being prepared and work 
will be begun as soon as they are ready. From six 
eight new grinders will be put in and the capacity of the 
ground wood mill will be raised from 75 tons to 125 tons 
per day. It is the company’s purpose to so increase the 
capacity of the mill that it will be able to supply all the 
ground wood needed for its various mills there and else 
where. 

There is ample water power for the additional ma 
chinery, as the power at Niagara is accounted to be 
12,000 horse power, of which only about 6,000 horse power 
is at present developed.

Rossed Wood Free, 

The decision of Judge Wheeler, of the United States 
Circuit Court, rendered at Burlington, Vt., last Thursday, 
places rossed wood on the free list, and while a definite 
conclusion has not yet been reached on this point, it is not 
probable that there will be made an appeal from Judge 
Wheeler's decision. The opinion in the case is printed in 
full on the first reading page of this issue of THE Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL. 

Should this condition stand as the tariff law in the case, 
and it probably will, it will relieve the tension under which 
certain people in Canada and in this country are laboring, 
and will, of course, revive the hopes of the Canadian lum- 
berman as to the continuance of a demand for his goods on 
the part of United States consumers. It will also interfere 
with the prospective effort to have peeled wood on the 
dutiable list. 


Our Philippine Trade. 


On another page we print an interesting letter by our 
Washington correspondent as to United States trade in the 
Philippines, presenting some figures, both as to general 
trade and as to the paper trade, together with some sug- 
gestions that our exporters will do well to heed. 

For some time there has been a tendency in certain 
quarters to minimize the growth of our trade in the Philip- 
pines during the period which has elapsed since our occupa- 
tion of the islands. It must be remembered that there are 
peculiar conditions existing that do not always exist upon 
the acquirement of new possessions. Previous to the ac- 
quirement of the islands there has been a very limited de- 
mand for our goods, and under the change of régime the 
American exporter has not found any special privileges to 
induce him to follow the national flag; and it should not 


seem to be a matter for criticism that after seven years 
we have not appropriated to ourselves the entire trade of 
the islands and have not diverted it radically from the chan-

In the unprecedented export activity of the United °

a commercial conquest of the islands in too short a time 


after we have acquired them. 

That the present $5,000,000 worth of exports of Ameri- 
can goods to the islands, which has raised the United 
States from an insignificant rank to a foremost place in the 
Philippine trade, is in considerable measure due to the 
presence of the fiag with its contingent of Government 
employees having preference for American goods is, no 
doubt, true, but in the large increase there is still enough 
left to indicate an active and healthy export trade, and 
there is matter for satisfaction at the record made by the 
American exporters in so brief a period and against the 


established competitors in this new field. 


The annual meeting of the International Paper Company 
was held yesterday at Corinth, N. Y., and on the first 
reading page of this issue will be found the financial state 
ment that was presented to the stockholders and also the 
annual statement made by President Chisholm for the 
directors. As stated by President Chisholm, the net earn 
ings in excess of dividends on the preferred stock amounted 
to $793,715, a small gain over the earnings of the previous 
year. The cost of selling the recent $5,000,000 bond issue 
of the company, “made to cancel its floating indebtedness 
and to reimburse its treasury for money heretofore taken 
from earnings for the purchase of woodlands and for ad- 
ditions and improvements to various of its mill plants,” was 
$750,000. This amount the directors charged off at once, 
preferring to do that rather than distribute it over a term 
of years. This reduced the net amount to be carried to 
surplus account to $43,715. An interesting statement made 
by President Chisholm is that “the company has been suc 
cessful in obtaining fairly satisfactory contracts for all of 
its product for the next eighteen months.”

The Forest Service of the Government is certainly show 
ing life. It is taking up in a practical way many questions 
of interest to both the pulp manufacturer and the lumber 
man, and is bringing out the facts in the case in a very 
helpful way. For the pulp man, as we recently noted, it is 
now working on a plan whereby the user of pulp wood may 
know something more definite as to his resources, &c., so 
far as his raw material is concerned, while for the lumber- 
man it has just begun an investigation of the question of 
kiln drying. The work of the Forest Service should have 
the active support of pulp and paper manufacturers, as well 
as of lumbermen. 

The manufacturers of coated paper have been in con- 
ference seeking to find a remedy for the evils that now 
beset their line. It seems that the demand for coated paper 
is good, so much so that none of the mills are complaining 
of a volume of business and some of them are very far be- 
hind their orders, much to the annoyance of their custom 
ers. The fact, however, remains that despite the active 
demand, equally active competition has kept prices down 
to a level that is deplored by all. At present there is no 
improvement in sight, nor is there anyone who is at all 
ready to suggest a method by which any improvement can 
be made.

PEAT. 
Its Use as a Paper Making Material—Some of the Advan- 


tages It Possesses in the Making of Certain Grades 
—New Book on tne Subject. 


“Peat and Its Products” is the title of a book written 
by W. A. Kerr, V.C., of Glasgow, Scotland, and published 
in that city. The volume is reviewed by G. A. F., in the 
World’s Paper Trade Review, and among other things he 
Says: 

It is, of course, as a fuel that peat derives its first im- 
portance, or, at least, it is as a substitute, in one form or 
another of its applications, for coal that it has in the past 
been primarily regarded. In this connection Mr. Kerr 
points out, in much greater detail than can be followed in 
this article, that peat can be employed in the manufacture 
of various grades of fuel which he summarizes thus: 
“(a) In its natural form, dry and pressed into briquettes, 
and improved by the removal of elements of low calorific 
value; (b) semi-carbonized, i. e., peat that has been sub- 
jected to a higher temperature than that required for dry- 
ing, but which is briquetted while still retaining the tar and 
combustible elements; (c) fully coked and carbonized, 
known as charcoal, coal or coke; (d) as ‘mull, or powder 
in a fine state of division, mixed with air injected into the 
combustion chamber by natural or forced draught; (e) 
in the form of gas for power, peat, or as an illuminant.” 

Peat has been, and is, used as fuel in connection with 
numerous industries, but to a much smaller extent in this 
country than in others. In a report prepared by the Rus- 
sian Government for the Chicago World’s Fair of 1893, 
it was stated in connection with the manufacture of paper 
that 12,000 tons of peat had been consumed as fuel in 
Russia during 1890. At the same time peat as a fuel in 
connection with paper manufacture in this country is not 
yet ripe for serious consideration, and it is more inter- 
esting to follow Mr. Kerr in his descriptions of the meth- 
ods of producing and utilizing peat charcoal or peat coal 
For instance, by what is known as “the low distillation 
process,” the products from the treatment of 100 tons of 
peat are: 35 tons of charcoal, 1 ton of 80 per cent. acetic 
acid, 70 gallons of naphtha solvent, 6 tons of paraffin oil, 
and 1% tons of sulphate of ammonia, valued together at 
£100 15s., showing a net profit on the cost of manufacture 
of £55. Carbon pencils for electric lighting is one of the 
articles of commerce manufactured from peat charcoal, and 
in this connection Mr. Kerr sounds an alarmist note which 
is worth quoting: “It is not generally known that the 
British army and navy is, at present, almost entirely de- 
pendent upon Germany for carbon used in the searchlights 
of coast defense stations and on war vessels, and that 
British municipalities have mainly to depend upon the 
same source for their electric lighting. Our relations with 
Germany are none too friendly, and at any moment we may 
find ourselves at war and helpless, and the metropolis and 
our great towns and works in utter darkness.” Our many 
paper makers who have now electric lighting installations 
at their mills will doubtless bestow a passing thought upon 
this, perhaps remote, liability. 

Sulphate of ammonia is one of the products of peat 
distillation which takes rank among the paper maker’s 
chemicals. We are promised, too, that peat charcoal will 
one of these days take a leading part in overcoming the 
smoke nuisance, inasmuch as it has been found that when 
smoke has been passed through a filtering medium of peat 
charcoal, saturated with petroleum, the particles of soot 
and carbon in the smoke are arrested, and the gases, com- 
bustible and incombustible, being enriched and charged with 
petroleum, make a superior gaseous fuel. Part of the heat 
goes to vaporize the petroleum, and part for lighting, heat- 
ing and motive purposes. The carbonized coke also makes 
a rich fuel, so that all the smoke is utilized.

PAPER.—Trade conditions in the New York market 
continue about the same as they have been for a number 
of weeks. Among the dealers the heads of the 
houses report a good average business, but, while doing 
so, they admit that they expected more active business this 
fall. In discussing the market situation a number of the 
jobbers say that trade with the dealers would be better 
were it not for the competition of some of the manufac- 
turers who are encroaching on the legitimate field of the 
distributing trade. In the Book paper line, it is claimed, this 
practice has of late increased, with the result that business 
of the jobbing houses has been cut down. Because of the 
decrease in their sales, due to the invasion of their field, the 
Book paper houses are complaining. In Writings there is 
evidently a fair volume of trade, but, judging from the 
of the mill agents, the mill situation is not as 
strong, comparatively speaking, as that with the dealers. 
Prices on Writings have not been cut as they have been on 
Book papers. The cutting referred to has been on con- 
tracts principally. Tissues continue to lead the procession, 
both in demand and firmness of price. From_all accounts 
the demand for tissues is in excess of the supply, Rope 
papers and high grade Sulphite Manilas are reported in 
good demand and very firm, because of the high cost of the 
raw materials entering into them. Fibre papers are not as 
strong as the manufacturers would like to see them. At 
present it is said that the cheaper grades of Fibres that are 
being offered have had a bearish effect on the better makes. 
In Box Boards there is some new business being placed at 
the new advanced prices, which, by the way, are being ad- 
hered to by the manufacturers. In News paper the market 
has not grown in strength, although the consumption is now 
larger than it was last month.
